TOY GIFT APPEAL 


T HE borough is staging 
its own ‘Toy Story’ 
this Christmas with an 
appeal to families to give 
outgrown and unwanted toys to 
Hackney’s Toy Gift Appeal. 

The Council, in partnership with 
Forest Recycling Project, will run 
pre-loved toy collections at seven 
Hackney venues between 3 and 23 
January next year. 

Many fortunate children will 
receive new toys this Christmas, 
replacing old ones that have been 
overlooked, outgrown, and no 
longer played with. 

The Council is asking residents 


to donate any unwanted toys, 
which are still in good condition, 
to the Toy Gift Appeal. Last 
year, the scheme collected over 
1,500 toys worth more than 
£5,500. Toys were donated to 
Homerton Hope charity, for 
children receiving treatment at the 
hospital; the London Community 
Rehabilitation Company, for 
young parents on probation; and 
Hackney’s children’s centres. 

Cllr Jon Burke, Cabinet Member 
for Energy, Sustainability, and 
Community Services, said: 
“Christmas is a special time for

when concern for the environment 
is at the back of many people’s 
minds.

in desperate need for a 
genuinely affordable 
place to call home. 

“Completing these 
spacious, family-sized 
properties is just the latest 
step in our mission to build 
thousands more across 
the borough over the next 
few years, providing a 
permanent home to some 
of the 13,000 people on 
our waiting list. 

“Because we’re building 
ourselves, we can guarantee 
that local people like 
Margaret and her son will 
get first dibs on new homes 
and they won’t be sold 
to buy-to-let investors or 
subject to the whims of a 
developer’s viability test.” 

Through its model of 
funding and building homes 
itself, rather than selling 
land to developers, the 
Council will build nearly 
2,000 new homes, three 
schools and a new leisure 
centre by 2022 - with over 


half of the new housing 
for social rent and shared 
ownership. 

Homes at King Edward’s 
Road have been designed to 
fit in with the surrounding 
Victorian architecture, with 
townhouses and a landmark 
building built around a 
new communal courtyard, 
as well as improved public 
spaces, swift boxes and 
walking routes around 
the site. 

The development, at 
the junction with Try on 
Crescent, also includes 
17 homes for outright sale 
to help pay for the new 
Council housing in 
the absence of any 
Government funding.

O NE of the first 

residents to move 
into new Council 
homes in Victoria 
Park says a weight has been 
lifted from her shoulders 
by a move into genuinely 
affordable housing. 

Margaret Bibby and 
her one year-old son 
Prince were among 
families moving into 15 
new genuinely affordable 
Council homes for social 
rent at King Edward’s 
Road, transforming land 
previously owned by a 
housing association that 
had been derelict for 
nearly 20 years. 

Margaret lived in 
Dalston for eight years 
before difficult family 
circumstances required her 
and her son to move. 

She said: “It’s a great 
move and a new start 
for me; it’s like a weight 
has been taken off my 
shoulders. A roof over your 
head is the most important 
thing and everyone here is 
so excited. I hope they are as 
happy as I am.”

Residents celebrate the start of the festive season with the lighting of the menorah and the Christmas lights illumination 


OVER 350 people celebrated 
the start of the holiday season 
with the annual festive light 
switch-on at Hackney Town 
Hall on 2 December. 


Rabbi Roni Tabik was joined 
by Simon Marks’ school choir 
to celebrate the Jewish festival 
of Hanukkah by lighting the 
menorah (a nine-branched

Safer school streets 


A new school 
crossing patrol 
officer has been 
appointed to help 
children at St John the 
Baptist School, Nl, cross 
the road to school. 

New officer, Sandy, 
started work at the Pitfield 
Street site following 
concerns raised by parents 
about road safety in the 
area, after a young boy was 
injured by a car last year. 

The Council also 
repainted the nearby zebra 
crossing and, in an extra 
boost for road safety at the 
school, its School Street - 
the first of the Council’s 
pioneering trial - has been 
made permanent. 

The trial began in 
June last year and aims 
to promote walking 
and cycling to school by 
banning traffic outside at 
opening and closing times. 

There are four other 
School Street trials currently 


in operation in Hackney: at 
Gayhurst, Millfields, Tyssen 
and London Fields primary 
schools. The Council is 
committed to implementing 
another 12 School Streets 
by 2022. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Deputy Mayor of Hackney, 
said: “We want to make 
it as easy as possible for 
children to walk or cycle 
to school so we’re really 
happy to welcome Sandy 
to her new role, where she’ll 
help children cross busy 
Pitfield Street at opening 
closing times. 

“Making St John the 
Baptist’s School Street 
permanent also makes for 
a safer and more pleasant 
environment for everyone 
walking to school.”

E VERY year, 

volunteers from 
the Council 
and its partner 
organisations take to the 
streets in a nationwide 
effort to try and capture 
the level of rough sleeping 
in the UK. 

This year, more than 
40 people took part in the 
annual count in Hackney. 
Setting off at midnight on 29 
November, they were split 
into groups and given 
maps that highlighted areas 
of the borough where people 
were known to bed down 
for the night. 

There are strict definitions 
of what constitutes a rough 
sleeper for the purpose of 
the count: people must 
be sleeping, about to bed 
down, or bedded down 
on the street, in doorways, 
parks, tents, bus shelters, 
cars, and other places not 
designed for habitation. 

Homeless people who are 
resident in hostels or shelters 
on the night in question are 
not counted. 

Specially trained outreach 
workers were present to 
speak to rough sleepers and 
offer help. Some emergency 
beds, with a car to come 
and collect people in need, 
were also available. 

The Council’s 

homelessness team manager, 
Prakash Pandit, who took 
part in the count, said: 
“There are many complex 
reasons that people are 
sleeping on the streets, and 
for us to help it needs to 
be a steady process to gain 
people’s trust. It takes time. 

“Even if initially people 
are not engaging with us, we 
identify why they are not,

by addressing health needs 
that people might have for 
instance, so eventually we 
can ensure they have the 
support they need in place.” 

For example, rough 
sleepers can visit the 
Greenhouse on Tudor 
Road, E9. This is a walk-in 
centre for single homeless 
people provided and run 
jointly by the Council, NHS, 
and Thames Reach. 

The centre offers health 
care services, showers, 
toiletries, clothing, food, 
mail collection and housing 
and welfare advice. 


Unfortunately, the 
housing crisis is 
deepening. 

According 
to the latest 
figures, 
published 
in January, 

4,751 people 
are thought to 
be sleeping rough 
on any one night in the UK, 
Cllr Rebecca Rennison, 
Cabinet Member for 
Finance and Housing 
Needs, said: “There is no 
need for people in this 
country to be sleeping on

ROUGH sleepers are only 
the tip of the iceberg. There 
are thousands of ‘hidden 
homeless’, which includes 
people living in bed and 
breakfasts, or ‘sofa surfing’ 
with friends and family. 

The London Assembly 
estimates that in the capital as 
many as 12,500 people each 
night are part of this. 

Children and young people are 


particularly affected by hidden 
homelessness, with new 
analysis from Shelter finding 
that one in every 103 children 
in Britain is homeless. 

Liam* spent a year sofa 
surfing, and though his 
situation was precarious, he 
was reluctant to seek help. 

He said: “I was wearing the 
same clothes for a week; 
waking up on someone else’s 


sofa and having to leave 
straight away because I’d 
outstayed my welcome.” 

Liam visited the job centre and 
was referred to the No First 
Night Out project, which aims 
to help people who are at risk 
of sleeping rough. 

It has helped him secure 
accommodation and a new 
work placement.

the street. 

“The fact that so many 
are shows the complex 
nature of this issue, 
exacerbated by eight years 
of austerity, which has seen 
drastic cuts to health, social 
care and housing. 

“We have a genuine 
commitment to 
doing all we can 
to eradicate 
rough sleeping 
in Hackney 
by providing 
dedicated hostel 
beds and a rough 
sleeper pathway. 

However, this is a 
national problem, which 
requires national solutions. 
We hope that when making 
decisions, the Government 
remembers the thousands of 
people on the streets facing 
a Christmas without a home 
this winter.” 

If you see someone 
sleeping rough the best 
way to help is to contact 
StreetLink. The details you 
provide to the service are 
sent to the Council and 
outreach services to help 
them find the individual and 
connect them to support.

A fairer deal for 
private renters 

ONE of the main causes 
of homelessness in the 
borough is evictions 
from privately rented 
homes, usually because a 
landlord wants to sell the 
property or increase rent. 
Housing benefit no longer 
keeps pace with rents in 
the private sector so those 
evicted often struggle to find 
an alternative place to live. 
That’s despite 38 per cent 
of homeless families in the 
borough having at least one 
person in work. 

Through its#BetterRenting 
campaign, the Council is 
trying to get a fairer deal for 
the 30,000 households in 
Hackney who rent privately.

The need for 
social housing 

MORE than 13,000 
households are on the 
housing waiting list in 
Hackney at present. 

Around 10,000 Council 
homes have been sold in the 
borough since 1979, under 
the right-to-buy scheme, 
with councils offered only 
one-third of the cost of 
replacement homes. The 
Council’s approach is to sell 
some homes outright to help 
pay for genuinely affordable 
new Council homes and 
public facilities that it is 
building. Nearly two-thirds 
of the new homes delivered 
directly by the Council since 
2010 have been available at 
genuinely affordable social 
rent and shared ownership. 
The Council now plans to 
build nearly 2,000 new 
homes itself between 2018- 
2022, with more than half 
for genuinely affordable 
social rent and shared 
ownership.

Mavis Jackson celebrates her 100th birthday, surrounded by friends an family in Hackney. She was born in 1918, nine days after the end of the First World War 


I TELL you what. Eat 
curry and rice for 
supper every night 
and you will live to a 
very old age,” says Mavis 
Jackson. She should know. 

The Clapton resident 
turned 100 last month, and 
she didn’t celebrate quietly: 
“We’ve had four parties,” 
she says. “My church 
friends threw a party for 
me, I had a birthday party 
at home when some of the 
Hackney Mobile Library 
staff joined us, then a big 
family party, and a party 
with all my old friends.” 

Mavis Jackson, you see, 
is no ordinary lady. She 
was born in 1918, just 
nine days after the end 
of the First World War, 
to a Scottish father and 
Burmese mother. 

It was in Burma that she 
met her husband Horace, 
but in 1957 the couple 
decided to brave the long 
journey to Britain in order 
to give their young family a 
better life. 

“It was terrible,” she 
says of the crossing. 
“Thirty-one days aboard 
a ship, with eight children, 
all of whom were sea sick.” 

Eventually, the ship 
docked at Liverpool and 
Mavis took the children - 
aged between 18 months 
and 15 years - to Hackney, 
where Horace was waiting 
for them, having travelled 
ahead to find work and a 
home for the family. 

Mavis recalls: “Our 
neighbours were 
immigrants from all 
over the world and 
most had arrived at the 
same time, so everyone was 
very welcoming. ” 

Together she and 
Horace raised a total of 14 


children: “ 11 of our own 
plus three step children,” 
Mavis says, adding: “But 
honestly, when you have a 
large family, the big ones 
look after the little ones.” 

Undaunted by the task 
of raising so many kids, 
she decided to also sign 
up as a governor at her 
children’s school, Cardinal 
Pole Catholic School,

eventually serving in the 
role for 13 years. It was 
there that she spotted a line 
dancing class. 

Mavis says: “It looked 
like fun, so I asked the 
teacher to come to our 
church and teach us. When 
he couldn’t come anymore, 
I started taking the class.” 

Her children chip in to 
explain that she can also 
add cake baker and dress 
maker to her CV. 


“Yes, I made all my 
children’s clothes myself,” 
says Mavis. 

Her daughter Gerry 
adds: “All the family are 
so proud of Mavis. She’s 
also a great speaker at 
functions, one amazing 
cook and the best mum, 
nana and great nana in 
the world.” 

Mavis now has 47 
great grandchildren and 
18 grandchildren, all of 


whom, she says: “Are a 
blessing. It’s a blessing that 
I’ve lived to see them.” 

She has worked hard 
for them too. Three of 
her grandchildren live in 
Germany and so, in her 
70s, Mavis decided to learn 
German to be able to write 
to them. She took evening 
classes and, in 1994, 
passed an O Level. 

“It’s never too late to 
learn,” she says adamantly. 
“I tell all my children that. 
I’m still learning today.” 

Accordingly, at a time 
most people are slowing 
down, Mavis also spent 
her 70s learning to play 
the classical guitar and, in 
order to get to her evening 


classes faster, taking 
driving lessons and passing 
at the age of 77. 

Her husband Horace 
passed away in 2001, but: 
“My faith has always kept 
me going,” says Mavis, 
who is Roman Catholic. 

What wisdom would she 
like to pass on to readers, 
now that she has reached 
the milestone of 100? 

“If you want to do 
something, do it,” she says, 
without missing a beat. “If 
you don’t succeed, at least 
you will know that you 
tried. I have always lived 
that way.” 

It is a philosophy that 
has certainly worked for 
Mavis Jackson.

Q: I want to have a more eco friendly Christmas 
this year, every year I end up throwing away a lot 
of wrapping paper, I want to know what recyclable 
alternatives there are? 
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Dreaming 
of a green 
Christmas 


A: At Christmas, Londoners use around 38,000 tonnes of 
paper and card. A large proportion of the paper and card 
used at Christmas is metallic or covered in glitter. Glitter 
can’t be processed in recycling plants as it clogs up the 
equipment and stops everything working. This means 
that thousands of tonnes of paper and card are thrown 
away, which is bad for the environment. You can buy 
wrapping fabrics or use left over scraps of fabric to wrap 
your presents. You can also buy recyclable paper such as 
the brown paper used for 
wrapping parcels. You 
can make fun designs 
on this type of paper by 
making a stamp out of a 
potato! Don’t forget that 
ribbons and plastic tape 
are also not recyclable, 
so use paper tape or 
biodegradable twine.

I N the run up to this 
year’s World AIDS 
Day, on 1 December, 
a series of events took 
place across Hackney to 
raise awareness of HIV 
and testing for the virus. 

A flag marking World 
AIDS Day was displayed for 
one week at the Council’s 
Service Centre, delivered by 
east London-based charity 
Positive East. 

The charity, which has 
been on the forefront of 
HIV service and care for 
over 25 years, supports 
people from point of 
HIV diagnoses to longer 
term care. 

Positive East also 
organised an annual Red 
Run fundraising race 
in Victoria Park on 1 
December to mark the 
30th anniversary of World 
AIDS Day. The event saw 
nearly 2,000 people attend, 
raising over £103,000 for 
HIV support services. 

The Mayor of Hackney, 
Philip Glanville, took part 
in the 10k run. He said: 

“I was very proud to take 
part in one of the biggest 
fundraising events for 
HIV organisations. There 
is a huge drive to raise 
awareness of HIV, and in 
Hackney we are providing 
services to make it easier to 
get tested. 

“However, there is still 
too much stigma associated 
with the virus and taking a 
test. Stigma also continues 
to affect the lives of 
people living with HIV. 
Both can have an impact 
on our work to reduce 
transmission. 

“We continue to

campaign, which seeks 
to ensure that everyone 
knows that someone 
living with HIV, and on 
effective treatment, cannot 
pass on the virus; and why 
we urge the Government 
and NHS England to 
commit to making PrEP 
(Pre-Exposure Prophylaxis, 
a medicine taken by people 
at high risk for HIV to 
lower their chances of 
getting infected) fully 
available to those that 
need it.” 


There were free instant 
HIV tests available at 
Dalston Superstore, in 
Kingsland High Street, and 
Hackney Service Centre, 
offered by Homerton 
Sexual Health Services. 

Mayor Glanville and 
Deputy Mayor, Cllr Feryal 
Demirci, visited the stall 
at the Service Centre to 
encourage residents to 
check their HIV status. 

Cllr Demirci said: “There 
have been improvements in 
overall testing rates and a 
reduction in the number of 


people diagnosed with HIV 
this year, but there is still a 
high proportion of people 
who are diagnosed at a late 
stage of infection - over 
40 per cent - which has 
remained high for the past 
five years. 

“Our sexual health 
services in City and 
Hackney offer free HIV 
testing in a range of options 
to suit individual needs 
and we have seen a record 
number of free HIV home 
testing kits being ordered 
since the start of the year.”

Galletes are savoury pancakes usually made from buckwheat flour. They’re also 
called Breton galletes as the dish originated in Brittany, France, where the traditional 
fillings are ham and cheese. You can fill them with whatever savoury filling takes your 
fancy. Below is one suggestion that makes these a complete meal. These galletes 
are excellent as a quick and easy mid-winter meal. Buckwheat is a seed not a cereal 
grain, which means it is also gluten-free and suitable for anyone who avoids wheat. 
Buckwheat is a good source of magnesium and is high in protein. 


Savoury pancakes 
(galletes) 


Serves 4 as a main dish 

Ingredients 

For the pancake: 

• 150g buckwheat flour 

(you can also use plain flour) 

•2 medium eggs, lightly beaten 
•250ml whole milk 
•1 tbsp butter 

• Pinch of salt 

• 100ml water 

• Extra butter or oil for cooking 
Filling Suggestion: 

• 2 handfuls of greens of your choice 
(we used savoy cabbage) 

•8 mushrooms 
•2 cloves of garlic 

• 1 medium tomato 
•50g feta cheese 

• Chilli flakes 
•4 eggs

a large pinch of salt into a bowl; make a well in the centre. 
With a wooden spoon, gradually beat in the egg and 
100ml water to make a smooth batter. Stir in the milk. 
Cover and chill in the fridge - the longer the better (up to 
3 hours). Meanwhile prepare the fillings of your choice 

• Heat a medium, non-stick frying pan over a medium heat, 
add a teaspoon of olive oil or butter to the pan. Pour in a 
small ladleful of batter and swirl around until the base of 
the pan is covered. Cook for 1 minute until set, then turn 
over with a palette knife. Cook for 1 minute, then transfer 
to the oven while you cook the rest, oiling the pan for 
every other pancake 

• For the filling: Shred the cabbage, finely slice the garlic 
and slice the mushrooms and tomatoes. Add the cabbage 
to a medium pan with 1 tablespoon olive oil. Cook lightly 
until the cabbage starts to soften. Add the mushrooms 
and cook for 3-5 minutes until starting to brown, then 
add the garlic and tomato and allow to saute for another 

5 minutes. Meanwhile, lightly oil a frying pan and set 
over a high heat. Fry the eggs in batches. Assemble the 
pancakes by spooning the vegetable filling in to the middle 
of each one and topping with a fried egg. Sprinkle with 
chilli flakes and crumbled feta cheese to serve.

The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2018. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville was directly elected by the borough in 
2018. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and all Council 
services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.
